General Grant's recent .interview 
with Dr. Fowler is exciting consider- 
able stir. Grant’s statement, as pub- 
lished, was ia substance about as fol- 
lows, giving the inner history of Ian- 
_ cock’s famous Order No. 40. It was 
issued when Andrew Johnson was do- 
ing his best to defeat the reconstruc- 
tion laws. The Legislature of Loutsi- 


ana passed a law authorizing the issue | 9 


of $4,000,000 of levee bonds, ostensi- 
bly for the levee. They conditiowed 
their sale on their bringing to the 
State not less tham 80 per cent. of 
their face. The Governor and 
three commissioners were to place 
the bonas on the market, but they 
soon found out that the bonds would 
not bring more than 40 per cent. To 
avoid the law they invented the plan 
of borrowing money and issuing the 
bonds as.collateral. They could bor- 
row about 34 or 35 per -cent. of, the 
face ot the bonds. General Sheridan 
was then in command of the depart, 
ment of _Louisana, and to, stop the 
fraud he deposed the Govervor and 
the Commissioners. "The deposed 
men proposed to pay Reverdy John-} 
son and another lawyer «a large sum, 
$250,000 it was said, to get them re- 
instated. Andrew Johnson Was anx- 

jous to bave them reinstated He- 
asked Grant, who was Sheridan's sup- 

erior in anthority, to reappoint them, 
but he refused to do so. ‘Then, And- 

rew Johnson removed Sheridan and. 
~ appointed Hancockin his place; Grant 
found that Hancock was determined 
to please the Democratie party and 
the South, and to carry out Andrew 
Johnson’s schemes. Hancock went 
South and removed the "Govérnior and 
the Commissioners that Sheridan’ had’ 
appointed. ‘Grant exercised hi’ su- 
perior authority and telegraphed Han-' 
cock to revoke his orders. Hancoek } | 
then asked Johnson to relieVe him,-as 
none else’ could. ‘This'is the inner: 
history of order 40, of which Grant’is 
reported as saying: “This’ order 
resulted in the loss of many lives, | 
know of cases and can give them: 
His statement that the civil authori- 
ties are supreme, is a truth admitted 
by all in time of established peace, 

but. I can demonstrate that he did fot’ 
subject the military power to the civil, 
but that he used his military power to 
overthrow the civil.” : 

General Grant added that Hancock 
was a good officer down fo 1864; when 
he got one vote for President, and | 
after that he had ‘‘the Presidential 
bee in his bonnet” and. shaped his ac- 
tions to gain Democratic and South- 
ern favor. Grant’s opinion of Han- 
cock as a General is “that he was 
a very fair corps commander, but was 
never thought of for any great place. 
When the army of the Potomac was 
hunting for a commander it took al- 
most everybody—even came over into 
the west for officers —but nobody ever 
even suggested Hancock for the 
place.” 

Since the publication of the Fowler 
interview with Grant, Hancock’s 
friends have had all they could do to 
keep him from rushing into priot 
with a reply. that might injure his 
prospects of election. Hancock tele- 
graphed Grant to learn exactly what 
he told Fowler, but at last reports 
had not heard from Grant. There 
can be no doubt that Hancock’s 
chances of election are much injured 
by these charges from Grant. Grant's: 
word is believed implicitly all over 


the country.

REBEL CLAIMS. 


Every tax-payer in the country 
should read this article from Harper's 
Weekly. It is the best and most lu. 
cid statement that we have yet, seen 
of the real nature of the rebel claims 
that they may be called upon to pay 
in the event of Democratic success 
next month. It will be seen that 
there is real cause for alarm: 


“There is great misapprehension 
about rebel claims. The Democrats 
at every Opportunity declare that the 
talk about them is mere Republican 
bugaboo; that the claims are barred 
by the Fourteenth Amendment; and, 
withludicrous inconsistency, that all 
claims which have been allowed have 
been paid by Republicans. If such 
claims are a bugaboo, and prohibited 
by the Constitution, why did Mr. Til- 
den write a letter in 1876 engaging to 
Oppose their payment? The trath is, 
as Mr. Tilden knew, that the claims 
in question are not those which are 
barred by the amendment. That for- 
bids payment of debts incurred in aid 
of rebellion, or of claims for loss by 
the emancipation of slaves, and noth- 
ing more. The claims in question are 
those¥for property belonging to rebels 
which was destroyed in suppressing 
the rebellion. Claims which have 
been allowed by a Republican Con- 
gress are those of loyal Union men 
whose property was appropriated by 
the army. | 

The distinction between the parties 
on this subject is this: The Republi- 
cans have paid the claims of the loyal 
Union men, while the Democrats 
would pay the claims of rebels whose 
property was destroyed in prosecuting 
the war, This, however, is impossible 
under the existing laws, and therefore, 
as Mr. Edmunds points out in his let- 
ter, which has been widely published, 
the Democrats have attempted to re- 
peal this distinction in the law, and 
should they obtain control of the exec- 
utive as well as the legislative branch 
of the government, they would at once 
repeal the distinction. When Mr. 
Tilden said that if he became the 
head of the exccutive department he 


would not co-operate in the repeal, #> 


proved that he believed there was a 
general apprehension of such an inten 


tion upon the part of “the South,” or] 


the Democratic party, and the fact of 
such an intevtion was made more 
probable by’ the subsequent indiffer- 
ence on the part of “the South” to his 
electien. 

Mr. Edmunds shows also that pen- 
sions are not prohibited by the Four- 
teenth Amendment, and if ‘‘the 
South,” or the Democratic party, 
should obtain control of the govern- 
ment, and chgose to pension those of 
their number who tried to destroy it, 
there is no _ constitutional barrier. 
‘Those who vote for General Hancock 
will vote to pass the Democratic bills 
now pending in Congress to repeal 
‘the distinction between loyal and dis- 
‘loyal claimants.” 


The New York Tribune recently 
published a lengthy list, occupying 
three columns in fine type, of South- 
ern claims, giving an outline of the 


nature of each. All were for -losses 
sustained by Southern rebels during 
the war. The Jribune printed them 
with this introduction: 


“The third installment of Southern 


of claims, furnished here 
with, brings the record 
down to the present date. The esti- 


mate made a year ago of the. aggre- 
gate amount/asked for by the~Solid 
South for internal improvements, pri- 
vate relief bills, and war claims based 
on the refunding. of the cotton tax, 
etc., was $1,287,524,735. Another 
session of Congress has added $103,- 
445,578 to this amount, so that the 
grand aggregate is now$1 ,390,970,- 
313. Appalling as these figures are, 
they represent only a small fraction 
of the sum total of Confederate rapac- 
ity. t the principle once be recog- 
nized’ that disloyalty does not affect a 
claimant’s standing, and the demand 
of the Solid South will be multiplied. 
Senator Edmunds is not an alarmist, 
and he says that the Democrats 
in Congress will remove “the distinc- 
tions in respect of claims of loyal and 
disloyal persons” by a solid or nearly 
solid vote, “the moment they get pos- 
session of all the Departments of the 
Government,” He adds most em- 
phatically that the fourth section of 
the XIVth Amendment does not in- 
terpose any barrier to the payment of 
claims based upon the destruction 
of property by the United States ar- 
mies, not even ‘“‘to pensioning every 
rebel soldier or soldier's widow and 
children, or, indeed, every other 
rebel.” The question is: ‘‘Can the 
North afford it?’ ”

rebellion. 300,000—That is about 
the number of lives that were sacrificed 
in the war which the Democrats de- 
clared unconstitutional and a failure. 


HANCOCK PUTS HIS FOOT IN IT, 


No man can become a statesman in 
a day, and it is little wonder that Gen- 
eral Hancock, who has never had any 
political training, should expose his 
ignorance whenever he is betrayed in- 
to speaking on political topics. The 
Patterson Guardian, a Democratic 
paper of New Jersey, last Saturday 
published an interview with General 
Hancock on the tariff question. Han- 
cock expressed himself as follows: 


“That question cannot affect the 
manufacturing interests of the country 
in the least. My election could make 
no difference one way or the other. 
There has to be a certain amount 
(millions of dollars) raised by tariff 
that can be got inno other way, and 
that must necessarily give protectien 
to the manufacturing interests of the 
country. The electicn of a Demo- 
cratic President or the election of a 
Republican President cannot interfere 
with or influence that in the least. 
Patterson people need have noanxiety 
whatever that I will ever favor any- 
thing thatinterferes with the manu- 
facturing or industrial interests of the 
country. They will have just as much 
protection under a Democratic Ad- 
ministration as under a Republican 
Administration, The tariff question 
is a local question. The same ques- 
tion was brought up once in my na- 
tive place in Pennsylvania, and it is a 
matter that the General Government 
seldom offers to interfere with, and 
nothing is likely ever to be done that 
will interfere with the industries of 
the country.” 


No wonder the New York Sun 
gently advised General Hancock to 
keep his mouth shut and to throw 
away his pen. His statement that 
“there has to be a certain amonnt 
raised by tariff that cane got in no 
other way, and that must necessarily 
give protection to the manufacturing 
interests of the country,’’ is a ridicu- 
lous blunder. It is inexcusable igno- 
rance in a man occupying his position 
not to understand what protection 
means. He evidently does not know 
that Great Britain, with a free tradé 
tariff, collects nearly all her customs 
revenue from the duties on spirits, to- 
bacco, etc., admitting all manufac- 
tured articles either duty free or at a 
very small tax. The distinction be- 
tween the imposition of low duties on 
raw material, staple articles of food, 
etc., for revenue, and the ir.position 
of high duties on manufactured arti- 
cles in order to shut them out from 
competition with home products, 
seems tu be lacking in General Han- 
cock’s mind. 

Considering that the Democratic 
party has a strong free-trade plank in 
its platform, General Hancock’s state- 
ment that the people “will have just 
as much protection under a Demo- 
cratic Administration as under a Re- 
publican Administration” is absurd. 
The tariff question is one of the most 
important issues of the campaign. 
Yet this military candidate says it is 
‘a local question.” 

General Hanvock’s remark that “the 
same question was brought up once in 
my native place in Pennsylvania” is 
boyish. He probably heard it dis- 
cussed in a local debating society. 
His observations that “it is a matter 


that the General Government seldom 
offers to interfere with,” and “nothing 
is likely ever to be done that will in- 
terfere with the industries of the coun- 
try,” are imbecile. It is almost in- 
conceivable that any intelligent man 
brought up in this country should be-, 
tray such ignorance or inability to uan- 
derstand the doctrine of prohibition, a 
great National policy in the United 
States. 

It is more than ever apparent that 
General Hancock’s ignorance of po- 
litical matters would, in the event of 
his election, make him the mere tool 
of bis party chieftains.

AMENDMENTS TU THE CONSTITU- 
TION OF NEVADA, 


The following article has been pub- 
lished by the Carson Appeal at the re- 
quest of Governor Kinkead, who is 
anxious that the press of the State 
give it as much publicity as possible: 

“It may not be generally understood 
that at the coming election the people 
of this State will be called upon to 
vote for or against the adoption of two 
amendments to the State constitution 
and a new article (Eighteen.) The 
first amendment was passed by the 
Legislature January 15,1877, and pro- 
vides that Section I of Article LI,of the 
State constitution shall be amended 
by the elimination therefrom of the 
word ‘white’ and the effect of such 
elimination shall be, ‘that no male 
citizen shall be excluded from the 
rigits of suffrage and office-holding 
by reason of his race, color or previ- 
ous condition of servitude, provided 
that this amendment shalt not be con- 
strued as conferring the rights of nat- 
uralization, suffrage and oflice-holding 
upon any native of the Chinese Em- 

ire.” Statutes of 1877, page 214. 

hesecond amendment waspassed by 
the Legislature February 27, 1877,and 
provides for amending Article XI by 
adding a new section (Ten), which 
shall read as follows: ‘No public 
funds of any kind or character what- 
ever, State, county, or municipal, 
shall be used for sectarian purposes.’ 
Statutes of 1877, page 221. The new 
Article (Eighteen), provides that, 
‘The rights of suffrage and office-hold- 
ing shall not \be . withheld from any 
male citizen of the. United States by 
reason of his color or previous condition 
of servitude,’ Statutes of 1877, page 
214. These amendments were also 
passed by the Legislature January 27, 
1879. Statutes of 1879, page 149-10, 
and by Assembly joint resolution No. 
Eleven passed February 8,1879, it was 
provided that at the general election 
of 1880 these amendments should be 
submitted to the vuters of the State of 
Nevada, and that the ‘County Com- 
missieners of the several counties of 
this State shall, in proclamations for 
the election of the various officers for 
said year, provide for submitting the 
amendments herein named to the 
voters in the several precincts in their 
respective counties.’ We are thus ex- 
plicit in setting this matter before the 
people for the reason that already io 
one county of this State (Eureka), an 
election proclamation has been pub- 
lished by the Board of County Com- 
missioners which makes no allusion to 
these amendments. It is highly im- 
portant that thé several ards of 
County Commissioners in this State 
comply with the laws in this respect, 
and also in providing for the expres- 
sion of the popular will on the subject 
of Chinese immigration, as noted in 
the Governor’s Proclamation,” 


SOUTHERN BULLDOSING. 


The Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee of Montgomery, Alabama, recently 
issued a prifited circular for the guid- 
ance of ‘‘Clubs.” The Natwnal View 
of Washington has published a 
copy of the circular. It is an inter- 
esting document, and shows the adop- 
tion of some new bulldosing tactics in 
the South. The following is an ex- 
tract : 

“The Black vote—First—Make at 
once a complete list of the qualified 
negro voters in your precinct, in which 
shall be set down: First, the name and 
address of each voter; second, with 
whom he works and whether as a hired 
hand or tenant; third, what merchant 
or other person advances for him. :... 
There are a number of negroes who 
will not vote with us, but who will 
promise to stay away from the polls. 
To look after these and see that they 
adhere to their promise, enroll young 
white men ofthe precinct under the 
voting age befure the day of election, 
and assign each one to his negro.” 

“Assign each one to his negro” 
doesn’t express the idea that “the 
young white men” are to keep the 
negroes within gunshot on - election 
day, but that is evidently about the 
meaning of these instructions. 


THE COUNTY TICKET. 


The people of Washoe county take 
about as much interest in the local 
election as any: other. It is- of no 
small importance to-residents and tax- 
payers whether their affairs are in the 
hands of the veryy best . men 
to be had or not.

Dr 
Abercrombie, and Dr. Youlin of the 
Hudson County Board of Health 
pronounced the case one of hydrophobia 
Two other physicians interviewed 
were of the opinion that the patient 
had been frightened to death. 


The New York Tribune has pub- 
lished the names of seventy Demo- 
cratic Congressmen who have offered 
bills, directly or indirectly, in the in- 
terests Of Southern claims. General 
Hancock says that “nobody wants or 
expects such unnatural action.”

He 
says that Churchill now has 150 votes, 
the addition of the force recently sent 
to the Salt Works having brought the 
voting population up to that number. 
Prior to the late immigration the 
county polled about 130 votes,of which 
about 70 were Democratic and 60 Re- 
publican. Mr. Pike thinks that the 


vote next month will be 65 Republican 
and 85 Democrat. The best Demo- 
crats in the county, he states, disap- 
prove of Fair's trick to secure thie 
county by packing in twenty men, 
and that no one in Churchill had any- 
thing to do with it. It was a surprise 
to every one there,

The Republican County Convention 
met Sept. 20, and made the following 
nominations: Assemblyman, A. C.

Neither party has yet nominated a 
township ticket. 

Keiser, 
hold-over Senator for Churchill, is 
strongly pronounced against Sharon. 
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The Spaying of Beef Cows. 


Mr. Crandall came in Thursrday from 
the north with 400 spayed cows, be- 
longing to Derby, and destined for 
the Virginia market. Mr. Crandall 
states that spaying is now much prac- 
tised. About 2,000 cows were thus op- 
erated on in Humboldt last year. 
This year perhaps a thousand have 


been thus castrated in Warnaer valley, 
near Fort Bidwell, by Wm. Lee, V. 
S., of the Dalles, Oregon. Jos. 
Wheeler, Wilson, Ayres and Poor had 
cows operated on. Dr. Lee is a pupil 
of Dr, Miles, or Farmer Miles, of Illi- 
nois, whose method is to operate 
through the side, Tbe operation is 
attended with a very small percentage 
of deaths. Of 400 cows spayed for 
Wheeler this season none are known 
to have died. The practice is to spay 
all inferior cows and leave only the 
best for breeding. Castration causes 
the heifer to grow up much io the 
shape of a steer, and also to mature 
rapidly. Itis thought that spaying 
will become as general a eustom as 
gelding for beef cattle.

ST. CLAIR’S ESCAPE. — 
How a Murderer Broke out of the 
Winnemucca Jail-—Still at Large 


and a Reward of $300 Offered for 
His Apprehension. 


Says the Silver State of Tucsday: 
Robert St. Clair broke jail abont dusk 
last evening, and nothing has since 
been heard of his whereabouts up to 
the time we write. He broke out of 
jail by prying the iron door off its 
hinges. This was accomplisshed with 
very little difficulty, and the wonder 
is that prisoners have not done so be- 
before. This door opens into the 
Sheriff's office, from which he made 
his way through a window into the 
jail yard; thence, over a low fence into 
the sagebrush in the rear of the court 
house. Sheriff Miller and Deputy 
Sheriff Davidson were in the District 
Attorney’s office at the time and miss- 
ed the prisoner not over a quarter of 
an hour after he broke jail. They 
gave the alarm instantly, but as it 


was then dark little could be done in 
the way of tracking the fugitive. In- 
diaas were supplied with torches and 
lanterns, and they found what was 
supposed to be his tracks down the 
bed of the old Humboldt canal, to- 
wards the race track. This track was 
lost about half a mile below the court 
house, 

All sorts of rumors are afloat about 
the matter. An Indian says he saw 
St. Clair in the brush back of the 
court house, not ten minutes before 
the officers discovered that he had 
broken jail. Some say he had friends 
on the outside with a horse, but this is 
simply a surmise. As might be ex- 
pected, the Sheriff is blamed for not 
having St. Clair ironed, but he had 
not yet been sentenced, and the Sher- 
iff had ne authority to keep him iron- 
ed in a jail on which thousands of 
dollars have been expended, besides 
the first cost of building it, in makiug 
it secure. 

There was one prisoner iv the jail, 
a man known as “Whiskey Dick,” who 
was sept up for afew days for con- 
tempt of court while a juror. St. 
Clair took Dick’s hat, a white one, 
when he decamped. 

It is hardly possible that he can es- 
cape, unless friends on the outside as- 
sisted him. He was to have been 
sentenced to-day for murder in the 
second degree, of which he was found 
guilty.

Correspondent—It is known that 
you favor the election of General Gar- 
field. What do you think would be 
the result of his election upon the bus- 

-Emess commubity? 

- Answer—lI believe that the people 
are prosperous now. Nothing [ could 
say would make my opinion better 
known than the fact that our people 
are doing well. I believe that if 

| General Garfield is elected our pros- 
perity will continue without interrup-| 
tion, and that we will advance in every 
branch of industry. I believe that if 
General Garfield is not elected all the 
good results of a long-matured and 
pow successful business will be imme- 
diately checked. 

- Question—You believe, then, that 
business would suffer by a ehaoge in 
the Administration? 

Answer—I believe most firmly that 
if Genera] Garfield be not elected the 
change would result in the suspension 
of business. How long that suspen- 
sion would last I do not say, but it 
would last until a new Administration, 
differing in policy frem the present, 
would act.

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THE TUNNEL MYSTERY. 


" Some Facts Brought to Light by Sat- 


urday’s Inquest--Evidence Showing 
that the Deceased Was Probably 
Robbed, Perhaps Murdered — The 
Verdict in the Case. 


At the Coroner’s inquest on Satur- 
day, upon the body of the man found 


by J. A. Scott in a tunnel near the 


English Mill, some facts came to light 
which make it probable that the sub- 
ject of the inquest hd been 
robbed shortly before his death. It 
seems probable that his death was by 
his own hand, but there is considerable 
mystery inthe case. The following 
is an abstract of all the material evi- 
dence submitted, and the verdict given 
by the jury: 

J. A. Scott, sworn—On Sept- 29th, 


was passing old tunnel mile north of 


English Mill and saw within dead 
body ot a man, and pistol lying 


~ beside it with two chambers discharg- 


ed; next morning went~with undertak- 
er Neale and brought body to town; 
the man had probably been dead from 
two to five days; ground where body 
was found shows no signs of any strug- 
ale; judged thatfit was case of suicide; 
there were remains of a fire in the 
tunnel; found kanakerchief on the 


ground close tothe body. Witness 
identified clothifg and watch found 
upon deceased. (Black soft felt hat; 
short blue beaver coat, dark woolen 
shirt, dark woolen trousers; watch, 
silver hunting case, with words “Silas 
Rall’s watch” scratched on outside 
of cause.) 

Dr. Bishop, sworn.—Examined body 
of deceased; found gunshot wound in 
right temple above and in front of ear: 
passing out at opposite side of head; 
the wound would cause death immedi- 
ately; left hand was blackened with 
powder smoke; also right side of face 
and head; noticed an injury to the 
forefinger of right hand; uncertain 
whether old or recent injury; should 
say body had been dead at least 48 
hours. 

A. C. Neale, sworn.— Went with J. 
A. Scott and brought in body of a 
man from tunnel;*it lay in dead 
house 24 hours and was buried in the 
Side Hill Cemetery at Reno; found 
the memorandum book shown on de- 
ceased; think his age was about 3d. 

J.C. Harbin, sworn.—Am saloon 
keeper in Reno; recognize clothing 
shown as belonging to aman who went 
by the name of Allen; knew him about 
a week; he said lie was born in State 
of Virginia, saw the watch showo in 
possession of deceased; told me he 
came from Modoc county, Cal., and 
had been at work for Mr. Arnett; 
asked me to help him sell a mule and 
a horse; he took the animals to 
Wadsworth, and was gone three days; 
told me he had sold them for $70; 
before he went to Wadsworth deceased 
showed me money to the amount of 
$300, in goid and silver coin, also 
showed a cheque, for an amount I 
don't recollect; deceased was slightly 
intoxicated at the time, and at several 
other times when I saw him; did not 
see him show much money after his 
return ,from Wadsworth; don’t know 
whether he bad much after his return 
from Wadsworth, 

George Morgan sworn.—Am house- 
painter in Reno; knew deceased; told 
me his name was Allen, that he was 
born in Virginia and came here from 
Adin, Modoc county, Cal.; had horse 
and mule with him; firstsaw him at 
Reno Saloon on Centre street: saw 
him afterward same evening drinking 
beer; he showed me some money, 
probably two or three hundred dollars 
in gold and silver coin, and one or 
two checks; said he had monexenovgh 
to take him to Europe; same evening 
he came in again With a woman to 
same saloon, so drunk he could hardly 
stand; saw him in same saloon next 
morning, when he said his money was 
all right; that or next day deceased 
went to Wadsworth to sell his animals, 
was gone two gr three days; saw him 
on his return, told me the animals 
brought $70 or $75; he seemed to have 
plenty of muney still, to be drinking 
hard, and was usually intoxicated 
whenever [saw him; he was drunk 
the night before he disappeared; 
should say he wasabout thirty years 
old, 

W. Hi. Getchell, sworr.—Saw de- 
ceased several times, generally intoxi- 
cated; took him to be an Irishman, 
about forty years old; saw him occa- 
sionally during several years last past; 
last saw him about three months ago; 
did not know his name or business. 


THE VERDICT 
was, in substance, as follows: 
We, the jury, etc., find that the de- 


ceased had been in and about Reno a 
week or ten days prior to his death; 
that he was knuwn by the name of 
Allen, and a native of the State of Vir- 
ginia, aged about thirty-five years;

Upon the Mine, 


Report 


At the annual meeting ef the Jones 
& Kinkead Mining Company, held in 
Reno, October 11, the following re- 
port of Superintendent J. E. Jones 
was read and adopted: 


THE JoNES & KinkEapD M. Co. 
Pyramip, Oct, 8, 1880. 


To the Board of Trustees and Stock- 
holders of the J. & K. M. Co: 

1 herewith submit my annual report 
of the condition of the mine and the 
progress made in developments during 
the year. Since the last annual report 
I have caused to be erectea good and 
sufficiant hoisting machinery at the 
shaft and have opened and explored the 
400 foot level to the extent as follows: 
At the 400 foot level a station was cut 
out and a sump sunk 25 feet below. A 
crosscut was run in a north easterly di- 
rection a distance of 103 feet to the wall 
encountering in its progress some ore of 
little value except at a point about 40 
feet from the station was a streak of 
fair milling ore found assaying from $6 
to $83 per ton: A drift was run on this 
ore a distance of 100 feet, and about 350 
tons of good ore was extracted, twenty 
tons of which was shipped to Denver, 
Col. and yielded im silver and copper 
$183 per ton assay value, $145 net. A 
winze was sunk from the bottom of said 
drift to the depth of 25 feet exposing a 
body of fine ore assaying from $10 to 
$242. At this point fine white quartz 
has made into the winze which assays 
$86 per ton, but the quantity cannot be 
estimated on account of the great flow 
of water which necessitates the aban- 
donment of the winze until the comple- 
tion of the tunnel. A crosscut was also 
run southwest a distance of 147 feet 
where the back ledge was encountered 
showing a streak of ore about 16 feet 
wide—4 feet of which is fine silver ore 
and rich in copper. After striking 
the back ledge the 400 foot level was al- 
lowed to fill with water for the reason 
that the expense of freeing it was too 
great, there being about 20,000 gallons 
per day which taxed the machinery to 
its utmost and left no time for hoisting 
ore or waste, the level was therefore 
abandoned until the completion of the 
tunnel. After the closing of the 400 
foot level I started to take ore from the 
300 foot stope and have now on the 
dump some 1,200 tons of ore that will 
average at least $20 per ton. The stopes 
in this level are looking fine and are ca- 
pable of supplying a large quantity of 
ore daily. By direction of the Board of 
Trustees I have erected a mill at the 
mouth of the tunnel capable of working 
about 20 tons per day which mill will be 
ready for work on or about the 15th inst.

Great Lumbering Operations—The New 
Incline of the 8S, N. W. & L. Co. at 
Lake Tuhoe. 


The incline of the Sierra Nevada 
Wood & Lumber Co., at Lake Tahoe, 
will be finished in about two weeks. 
It will handle 300 cords a day. They 
have about a dozen cars that will hold 
a cord and a half each. The cable 
runs over the top of the car and 
hitches on top of the hind end. It is 
an endless cable of steel, an inch and 
an eighth in diameter. The engine is 
at the top, and has 40 horse power. 
The wood is cut north of Cornelian 
Bay, a mile from the water. Itis run 
in a flume to the foot of the incline, 
9 miles, then up the hill 1,700 feet on 
the incline. Then it goes in a flume 
through the Water Co.’s tunnel to 
Lakeview cn the V. & T.R.R. A 
good steam saw mill that will average 
40,000 fvet a day stands at the fvot of 
the incline, half a mile from the lake 
shore. They have been cuttiog rail- 
road ties and a big lot of flume Jum- 
ber. There is taik of building a rail- 
road along the shore of the lake to the 
north, where the company has fine 
timber. The railroad would be used 
for hauling logs, etc. The company’s 
works are ail ia Washoe county, and 
they employ about 60 men. That 
would be a bonanza for the office 
seekers. The registrar was over the 
other day and enrolled the voters. 
There has been a good wagon road 
built out to Franktown, It goes right 
past both ends of the tunnel. A trip 
over it is second only to a visit to 
Yosemite.
